THE YOUNG MEN'S MAGAZINE, Vol. II, No. 7, December 1858 
carried the following article: 

Jackson, Term. — At the last meeting the address was de- 
livered by Dr. Jackson whose subject was "Matrimony" in 
which he came down on old bachelors in a very unfeeling 
almost unchristian manner. The West Tennessee "Whig" says 
of the doctor's effort: 

"He showed by high and indisputable authority, that 
a 'good wife is the gift of God', and that man has never 
been happy without woman, nor woman without man, since 
the eternal fiat went forth that 'it is not good for man 
to be alone.' The doctor says in order to give the proper 
training 'the animal should be caught young,' and argues 
from this that it is better for a woman to marry a widower 
of forty than a bachelor of the same age as it is believed 
that by the time a man arrives at that age, without the 
refining influences of women thrown about him, there is an 
encrustation formed around the heart that is impervious 
to the arrows of Cupid." 

Strange, says the N. 0. "Bulletin," that a Christian 
association should tolerate such hard-hearted sentiments I 
It is full enough that the hearts of old bachelors should 
be kept constantly bleeding by the jlltlngs which they con- 
stantly get, without being twitted about their misfortunes 
in this cruel way. The doctor has doubtless become so ac- 
customed to the use of the lancet that he can cut up a hu- 
man heart with as much nonchalance as Dinan would manifest 
in dressing chickens.

There is no answer to her letter but cod in his 
infinite mercy has thoup-ht fit to take her to himself. 

She lived respected and died lamented. I hope you won't 
forget to write to me, as I still possess a sister love and 
affection for rail my relations but for you my dear brother in 
particular. 

Cousin qamuel is got married to a Miss smith of Kilhead 
(Rillead ?) about nine months ago and his brother Robert is 
living- in Carnaby (cornoboy *?)a respected bachelor. 
H e has built a two story house and states (?) fit for an in- 
dependent farmer is now living; well and your old steady friend 

(not readable) Mary (?) is yet alive and hearty 

and sends her kind love to you. whether any of your relations 
of the name shall ever come from here to visit you or not is 
yet unknown. 

To bother you with a Ions and useless detail of our numer- 
ous relations won't be useless if it suffices to inform you 
that they are all well and doing well. I could add much more 
relating to the prices of our markets, our political laws & 
institutions but as I expect you will never be affected by them. 

I conclude this melancholy letter by subscribing myself 
your loving sister to death.

Sallle Hall told 
me they was going to get up a party for the Picnic 
and my name was on the list. It is going to be on 
the (8) eight of May. Oh I me I have to write a com- 
position on "Spring" to Mrs. Rivena for tomorrow. I 
do not understand the patterns I got from Willie P. 
So I have to go up there in the morning after the 
Shirt. 
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Apr. 14 - Friday. Go to Sohool miss one in Etymology oor- 
reot In everything else. Come home to dinner with 
Hattie enjoy it very muoh.

After dinner we went 
up in the garret and played awhile come down found 
Mr. E. C. (&) Mr. Sam JaokBon & I am now here (in 
the boys room) we do not speak to them. After they 
go way Mollle rolls up my hair on paper. Have a 
gay time talking to "Luke". Mollle nearly finished 
my hair then comes some body after her. She fini- 
shes it then goes home Luke went with her. Sit in 
the door with J he tells me I "look like the old 
Scratch." I talk a littel more with him come up 
stairs stay a while. Start over to Aunt E. Harris 
but see Samella Nethsom (?) & Jenny Lacy. Stay til 
they go a way then go over to Aunt Ellen H. and get 
my Music. Called the "Magnolia Ham Folka" the giver 
unknown. Gome back with "Luke" find Aunt Sue still 
here nurse her baby while she eats supper. 

Apr. 16 - Sunday. Rise go to S. Sohool get there very 
late. Say my lessen but not my verse for I do not 
get there in time. Go up in Churoh with Mollie &

We meet Mistress Binford. She speaks to me. We stand 
and eat raisens a long time then I oome home dinner 
is not ready.
